The present 
action is taken with the apparent idea 
of catching votes, us your correspond- 
ent's informant said that the work would 
probably be Stopped after June 9, elec- 
tion day.

ParlB, May 25^— The question of 
the alleged meddling of a detec- 
tive of the Temps in the Dreyfus 
affair, which was warmly discussed at 
the ru-opeuing of t;he.^ chamber, of depu- 
ties, was brought ~up ' in the' senate this 
afternoon. The minister of war, the 
.Marquis de (Jallifet, on Tuesday denied 
the e.Nisteuce of the Temps letters at tlu; 
luiiiistry of war, biit the interpellating 
Uiiuibert (Uadicalj contradicted. The 
-Mariinis de Gallifet to-day expressed re- 
gret ut the fact that he had misled the 
chamber, as he added he had siuce ascer- 
tained that Humbert's statement was 
correct. The letters, lu? asserted, exist- 
ed at the ministry without bis know- 
ledge. The minister of war announced 
that the docnmeiits had fallen into the 
hands of politicians, who bad used them 
dui'uig the debate of 'J'uesday by the 
(•rime of an olllcer of the war olllee, who 
had ilivulged them. This ollicer. the 
minister conliiiued, bad immediately 
cashiered. 

" The oUlcer," said the Marquis, in ex- 
planation, " made the unheard of remark 
that what I did was a political act, and 
be, an olllcer, dared to Bay this to the 
minister of war when it is the lirst duty 
of an officer to avoid politics." 

M. De Clianiuiliard (.Koyalist) here 
exclaimed: "You are a military man, 
hut that does not prevent you from tak- 
ing part in politics." 

'• Yci'," replied the Marquis, " but I 
am a men.ber of the government. The 
condition of mind which led the guilty 
olllcer to connnit such an inconceivable 
act is unfortunately not exampled. But 
it iiiust come to an end." 

'J'his statement of the minister called 
forth loud Socialist cheers. 

■■ As 1 declared before," continued the 
war minister, " tin' Dreyfus incident, 
now that the ]{ennes court-martial has 
taken place, is closed. All the army has 
been warned, and any soldier departing 
from this line of conduct knows what to ; 
exiieet." I 

The Marquis Pe Gallifet ended with ' 
asking if the questioning senator was 
satisfied. 

" I'l-rfectly," was the reply. 

The premier. .M. AValdeck Itousseau.

^^'ar olUcc observers expect tbjit the 
next despatcli from the I'ield MarKhal 
wdl be dated in sight of the Transvaal 
frontier. Mr. Bennett Burleigh, wiring 
to the Daily Telegraph from Vredefort, 
ihursday evening, saul, Lord llobcrts 
would doubtless cross the \'aal Saturday 
or .Sunday. The Britisli outposts were 
then at Krste Geluk, nine miles south of 
Vredefort, twenty-six milit, south of Vaal 
river. Tiie railway is nuicb damaged. 

While the British in overwhelming 
force,' are thus approaching the Trans- 
vaal, the movements of the Boers are en- 
veloped In, mystery. The last Pretoria 
newspaper reaching Lorenzo Marques 
was a week oJd. ' Jfirery one seomiiig to 
cross the Portuguese border from tbo 
iransvaal is secured for newsiiapcrs afid 
letter.

Ish subjects had been turned out. 

London, JIny Major-Gen. Bndon-

Two thousand Boors are near Fieka- 
burg, besides small roving parties that 
come into contact with the Britisb while 
reeonnoitering. l"'rcsident Steyu was 
with these Boers last Monday, organiz- 
ing and inspiring them and drafting re- 
ciileitranls into tlii' service. The British 
are sweeping the country far and wide, 
seizing horses, eattlv and grain. Yes- 
terday President .Steyu was reported to 
be at Bethlehem with a small tiehl force, 
aiipealiug to the I'^ee Staters to defend 
their freedom anil indeiiendeuco. Ap- 
parently he and all the Free Staters he 
can assemble will not joiij the TrauH- 
v.aalers. but will remain in the norlb- 
eastern section of the Free State.

None can t)e 
found who will admit that the sentence 
is in any respoct severe. 

10. li. F. Jolmson, crown prosecutor, 
deliverod ii noworful addn'ss to the jury, 
lie pointed out that it was an attack on 
the cdiuitry, not on tlu> individual. lie 
said: " To-diiy the atlacli is on a canal;

Chancellor Boyd delivered sentence 
inmu'diutoly, dwelling on the horribl 
nature of the crime and reuiarkiug that 
Nolan and "Walsh might have under 
taken the deed for money, but in the case 
of Dullman apparently there was 
motive but hate. He then sentenced thi; 
prisoners to imprisonment for life. The 
prisoners listened stolidly, refused 
plead for mercy, and were taken back to 
their cells.

Gen. Ilutton was also al- 
Icfe'iHl to be there, which is probably cor- 
rect, for he hats been advancing in that 
direction. It iri also incorrect, us stated 
by tlie despatches that Vredefort is two 
days' march from the Vaal river, because 
it is close to the Vaal. Gen. Roberts, 
■W'heu last heard from up to yesterday 
evpuing, was yet at the cro.ssiag of tho 
llheuotster, and was wiiitins 'until tho 
river could be bridged. The Associatcnl 
Tress statement that our advance force 
•was at Prospect on Thursday Is not re- 
concilable with this, unless it bo that 
Frencli or Haniiltou have swung in from 
tlie flunks. 

• The Associated Prose ventures the sur- 
mise that there will be a big battle south 
of Johauncaburg, and another at Laine's 
Nek, but this is simply guess work. 
Nothing is known to warrant either sup- 
position. 

UESPONSIBLH GOVERNMENT. 



A speaker at a recent public meeting 
dclii!"d Uosponsiblo GoTernment as 
'• goveninient hy the people," to which 
some one in the audience added " for 
the people," and the speaker said that 
this completed the definition, Other in- 
cidents have shown that a knowledge of 
what Responsible Government really is 
may not be nearly as general us it ought 
to be. The truth is that long enjoyment 
of a thing leads people to lose sight of 
its exact nature, and to this must be 
added the fact that a good many Ameri- 
can expressions are creeping into our 
piditical vocabulary. The expression, 
".V government by the people for the 
p(Mi|ile " is specially American, ami it is 
apt to be misleading, for it creates tlie 
impression that in Canada, as in tho 
United States, the people by their de- 
cisions on election day give those whom 
they elect a free hand to do about as 
they choose until another election comes 
around. It diverts attention from the 
important consideration that, although 
o\ir institutions are broadly democratic 
in substance, lliey are monarchical in 
form, and that between elections there 
is a coustifutioual njsponsibilily resting 
upon those who administer affairs. This 
is the difference between the British and 
the American system of popular govern- 
ment. Tho President of th(> United 
States is not responsible to anybody for 
his conditrl, nor are the governors of tho 
(several states. Certain powers are vest- 
ed in them by the constitutions under 
which they are elcotcd, and those powers 
they exercise subject to no tribunal ex- 
cept the parly cancns, and after the 
caucus the poi(\dar vote. In the United 
Slates tliey have governnic'ut. by tho 
people for the people, but they have not 
Responsible Government, nor anything 
remotely resembling It In our munici- 
palities we h."ive government for tho 
people by the poople, but no one, who 
pretends to any knowledge of the consti- 
tution of the country, would for a mo- 
ment pretend that municipal goycrnmeiit 
is Responsible Government. Neverthe- 
less we frequently hoar it said that such 
and such a thing in a municipality is not 
in accordance with Uesponaible Govern- 
ment. What is meant is that it is in 
accordance with representatiTe govem- 
nicnt. There is a wide distinction be- 
tween the two. It is not the members 
of the legislature who carry on Respon- 
sible Governmeut. Members of the legis- 
lature do not govern tho country. They 
make laws for its government, and they 
do fio in their capacity as repieBontatives 
' of the peoplp. This is what is meant 
when repro.«entativo government 
,s|ic,(ien of. The expression Ls scarc(dy 
correct as applied to a proTiace, It is 



when applied to a municipality, for muni- 
cipalities are goTemed by ofBdals elected 
by the people to represent them. 

Itfsponsiblc Government is a term ap- 
plied to the relation of the Crown or its 
represontativo towards the country, and 
it implies that the powers of government 
vested in the Crown or its representative 
are exercised by ministers, not by the 
occupant of the throne personally, ami 
that for the manner in whii'li they exor- 
cise these powers these ministers are re- 
sponsible to the representatives of the 
people. For tho sake of simplicity we 
will, in the references which follow, speak 
only of Responsible Ciovernnient in Hrit- 
ish Columbia. We will first draw atten- 
tion to tho fact that after the dismissal 
of the Turner govornmer.t, when (bo 
Colonist protested that tho principles of 
Uesponsible Government had been 
lated, the News- Advertiser, speaking for 
M>-. Cotton, minister of finance in the 
Semlin government, said that it was ab 
surd to apply the principles of Respon 
sible Go7ernment to a small province like 
British Columbia. It was necessary for 
the News- Advertiser to take this posi 
tiou, because the dismissal of Mr. Turner 
could not he justitied under the principle 
of Uesponsible Government. The im 
porlniice of this admission was not fully 
appreciated at the lime by the pnblii 
Generally, nolwitlistandiiig the elVorl ol 
ihe Colonist to bring it home to the popu- 
lar mind. In tiie light of what has siiici 
transpired, we see that it was a distinct 
admission by the men placed in ofllce by 
the Lieutenant-Governor that tho prin- 
ciples under which the affairs of tli 
province bad been carried on ever sine 
Confedeiation had been abandoned. 

'J'hose wlio resided in British Columbia 
thirty years ago will recall what anxiety 
then existed for the establishment iii thi 
province of Responsible Government. 
The agitation for it found expression iu 
the insertion in the Terms of Union of 
an agreement on the part of the Do- 
minion government to use its influence to 
introduce this principle into the province 
a promise which was faithfully kept 
Krom 1ST2 until ISOS British Columbia 
enjoyed Kespvnsible Governmeut. 

The principles of Uesponsible Govern- 
ment have been violated by Lieutenant 
Governor iu several particulars. He did 
bo w-hon he dismissed the Turner niin 
istry pending the elections for causes that 
liave never l)een stated and defended to 
the legislature, and at a time when the 
complexion of the new house wae un 
known, and could not be properly ascer- 
tained until the members were called t' 
gelhor in session. Tliese principles wor 
further violated by the Lieuleuaut-Gov 
eruor when he undertook, in a speech de- 
livered at Bennett, to oullino the policy 
of his advisers without having consulted 
them, lie also violated them when he 
called upon Mr. Martin to form a 
eriimeiit, willi tho full knowledge of the 
fact that Mr. Martin had absolutely no 
following, in the house, and pro<,'eeded to 
prorogue the legit^lature ivithout ankin 
for supply. He further violated those 
principles by permitting Mr. Martin to 
hold the pi-oiniership for a long period 
without appealing to his constituency for 
ratification of his acceptance of oince; al 
so l)y permitting ministers to bo appoint 
ed, sworu in and discharge uiinisteri 
duties without appealing to any con 
stituency. These seem non-flensational 
mutters when sUitod in this simple way 
but the principle involved in them is of 
the utmost importance. To avoid tli 
publication of articles of too great length 
wo shall only state the case in this gen 
oral way to-day, and leave tho details to 
be elaborated in future issued of tho Col 
onint. Tlierc are some people who l)e 
lievi; the imblic are not interesteii in dis 
cussions of this nature; but we are satis 
lied that it is only necessary for the op 
position candidates to present the argu- 
ments forcibly and fairly to arouse tJie 
same enthusiasm here over the cause 
Uesponsible (.ioveriur.ent as was inani 
festeil in the ICastern I'rovinces a half 
cenliirv a-_'i>. 



similar provision and cautioned the legis- 
lature against passing, them. K the ad- 
ice of the Colonist had been taken, the 

iquor License Act would have still re- 
mained on tho statute book, and we 
would not have had free trade iu liquor. 
Surely we are not^jinrjeasonable in iusiat- 
in'g that Mr. Martin should have been as 
able to foresee the result of his legisla- 
tion as the Colonist was. AVe pointed 
out in the columns of this paper, before 
the session of 1899,- that the rights of 
ilieuis in Canada were under the control 
f tlie federal parliament, and not within 
jurisdiction of the local legislatuivs. 
The Placer Mining A(.'t of ISOO was dis- 
llowcd because it contravened this plain 
statutory provision. Surely if the Col- 
iinist kiH'w that this was tho law, Mr. 
.Martini attorney-general of the province, 
night also to liave known it, and if he 
thought it weil to exclude aliens from 
our placers, he ought to have devisetl a 
tntute that would have done so and yet 
been constitutional, or else have let the 
matter alone. By this disallowed act Mr. 
Marlin took certain powers to the Lieu- 
enant-Govemor-in-Oonncil that were cal- 
ubited to make the government of the 
lay tho arbiter of the fate of any mining 
arporatic.n that jiroposed to engage in 
laccf iniiiing, the most reckU'Ss jiiece of 
'gi.slalioii from a business point of view 
vi r plai-ed iipuu a slatnle book, with 
the exci'ption of the eifc-ht-hour law, 
hi.'b was passed without the sliglitest 
oisidcratioii ar< to its elTert upon the 
mining industry. In further illiistra- 
lion of Mr. Martin's recklessness we 
may cite his announconipnt of bin govorn- 

ill policy ami his attempt to pb^lge 

ihc iii'iviiiic to the construction of a line 
lict'uic he liad the slightest idea of what 
it \\oiilcl cost, or even any certain in- 
formation as to its featribility. These arc 
the acts of a thoroughly unsafe man. 
Confirm him in power and no one will 
know what nex-t to expect. He placed in 
the hands of the Lieutenant-Governor 
the prorogation of the house a speech 
which a session of the legislature before 
the close of the fiscal year was promised. 
This promise bae been deliberately violat 
ed, and there will be no session until af 
tor the close of the year and possibly not 
for several months after its close. He 
litertilly picked men off tho street and 
made cabinet ministers out of them, en 
trusting them with the duty of carrying 
ou tlie government of the province al 
though they represented no one and never 
roprceented any one but themselves. 
These things and others like them are so 
utterly indefensible that no man in Brit- 
ish C.-'lumbia would feel s.afe for a singh 
instant if his teniue of ollice were pro 
longed. .lOsepii JIartin as premier is cer 
tainly a menace to the public welfare.

That Mr. Martin m a man of strong 

pcrconality may bu freely conceded. If 
he only euinbiiied with it better judgment 
and a fuller, appreciation of the principle 
i.'f i>ur gu\-eriiin('nt, he would be a useful 
m:m. Lacking the latter iiualities, his 
lieraonality makes him .dangerous. .Mr. 
Martin says that he can see no reason 
why people should regard his presence in 
public life as a menace lo the welfare of 
the people, which is probable enough. 
Doubtlcsa if he realized the nature of his 
iiilluouce upon the legislation and policy 
of thi> i)rovince, he would do otherwise 
than he has done; but if he did reaJize 
it, he woidd not be tlie .Joseph Martin 
who has gained hi.s peculiar reputation. 
He is undoubtedly a very earnest and 
courageous man, wil'.i no little ability of 
a certain order; but he is utterly reck- 
less in the use' of iiower when it is en- 
truslcal lo him, and too careless in the 
framing of laws to he a safe guiile in or 
dinary matters of legialatiou. The statute 
book of 1899 contains instances of both 
these objectionable features. Take tho 
Liquor License Law for example. This 
act was not only so badly framed that a 
year's experience of it proved to him as 
well as to every one else, who gave it isay 
consideration, that it wonlil have to bo 
made all over again, but contained a 
clause iu regard, to Japanese which en- 
sured its disallowance. Mr. Martin may 
plead that he could not have foreseen this 
disallowance; but it was his business to 
hav^ foreseen it. Tho Colonist foresaw 
distiilowauce of other acts co-ntaining a

'ITIK CONTEST IX THE CITY. 

L'l) to the present the election contest 
in this city has not developed any verj' 
great amount of interest. The reason 

doubtless is that so many poople hav 
been occupied with holiday matters, ai^d 
there is in Victoria a very general diapo 
sitioii to postpone enthusiasm to the last 
days of a political campaign. A careful 
analysis of the situation as it stands at 
pri'sent warrants tho opinion that th 
opposition ticket will bo elected by i 
handsome majority. Mr. Martin and his 
colleagues on the government ticket are 
putting up a good fight, but they have an 
up-hill task, and show that they recog- 
nize it. While they claim everything in 
sight, they know quite as well as anyone 
else that not a man of thom stands u 
ghost of a chance of being returned. 

Our feeling of certainty as to the result 
here is predicated upon the belief that 
during the next two weeks the people 
who are opposed to the govoniinent will 
bestir thomselves an.l put a little more 
life into their campaign work. We are 
quite aware that there is a large vote 
that can be counted for the opposition, 
that never make;! itself manifest until 
t'lection day; but indifference \n tlic 
active work of the campaign is not riglit. 
The people referred to should not simply 
be content with voting, but should get 
out into the field and show by their pres- 
ence at meetings and otherwise that 
they are on tho side of tho party which is 
working for the restoration of good 
government. Wo call upon them to give 
,1 demonstration of their political faith 
by some political works before election 
day. 

During the next two weeks there ought 
lo be a very aggressive campaign in this 
<-ity on the part of the opposition. It is 
not suflleient to win a victory, but it 
should be won by a majority that wjll 
leave no doubt where Victoria stands 
upon the groat Issues involved In this 
campaign.

It. Kondo, president of the Nippon 
Yusen Katehay'Go.-rwhlch - in Ajiglo- 
.Sa.Yuu is "the 'japan Mall Steamship Co.; 
A. S, Mehare, the Hongkong agent of 
the line; T. Masaki uud T. Kawu'da, 
other olllcialfl of the company, spent yes- 
terday iu this city, and left this morn- 
ing by the Victorian to continue tlioir 
tour throagh Canada and the United 
States, and afterwards through Europe. 
The object of their journey is not " for 
to see aud to admire " only, but also to 
gather information regarding transporta- 
tion matters iu the various cities visited 
liy them. They arrived on this coast 
from Tokio, .laiian, about a month ago, 
going to San Francisco to attend the re- 
cently held conference of trans-Pacihc 
and transcontinental transportation men. 

I'residont Kondo last evening gave au 
interview to a Colonist representative iu 
his parlors at the Driard, in which he 
said " There was no doubt about the 
fact that the government of Japan had 
decided to at once adopt a restrictive 
policy in the matter ot iuuuigrtitiou to 
America, but at the same time it was 
beyuud the power of the government to 
restrict the people of .Japan from coming 
to this side at their own expense." 

" I was all in ignorance of the condi- 
tions relating to the immigration of 
■lapanese to America," continued Mr. 
Kondo, speaking through au interpreter, 
" before I came lo the Pacilic Coast. As 
a result of what I have seen in this con- 
nection, I have urged the .Japanese con- 
suls to advise the government to restrict 
the immigration, and I myself have 
wired the governiuciit to that eCfect. On 
coming here I found that tiie .Japanese 
people who come here are realty lured to 
this country, by the false stories sent 
over to .Japan by their compatriots liv- 
ing on this side of the Pacitie. The 
majority ot the people who come here 
are from the inland provinces — country 
folk — and have no knowledge whatever 
of the conditions existing in America. 
They accept the stories of the riches to 
be earned in America, n( tlie fortunes 
which await them Iiere, and, getting to- 
gether enough money to pay their fare — 
bi;rrowing it in the majority of cases — 
they come over in their hundreds and 
thousands, briniming over with dreams 
of quickly made fortunes. What an 
awakening comes to them on reaching 
here, though! 

" They are the uufortunate dupes of 
others, misled and betrayed, sad to say, 
by their own countrynieu. To my re- 
gret, I liave found a great many of the 
unfortunates penniless and iu a deplor- 
able condition. They had spent ail they 
had before the steamer lauded them, and 
had no means of livelihood. Quite a 
number, I am told, are now to be shipped 
back to Japan. 

" There is no doubt whatever, though, 
that tlie emigratiAu will be at once re- 
stricted by the goveninu ut, but the best 
means of staying tlu^ inllux rests with 
the iieople of this country. The .x-cu- 
sion of the Japanese coming here is only 
another case of supply and demand. The 
.Japanese are coming simply because 
there seems to be a demand, and the 
Avhite people continue to employ them. 
Tlie remedy is not to give them employ- 
ment. 

" I notice," said the Japanese steam- 
boat man, " that steps are being taken 
to make anti-Japanese legislation. J 
would be sorry to sw? this, as it is 
trampling on the prestige of .Japan. 

" Some have said the steamshiii com- 
panies are to blame for the greatly in- 
creased immigration. This is untrue. 
The Japanese come here as the Ameri- 
cans are now rushing lo Cape Nome — 
liecaiise of the representation of tlie 
ri(dies that await them. Not being si> 
well informed as the ,Iapani>se who dwell 
in cities, they are sadly misled. 

" The people of this sidi' have prob- 
ably iieard of the Japanese Cape Nome." 
continued Mr. Kondo, in answer tt, a 
(lueslioii regarding the iilacers of Hok- 
haido. "Those gold lields were discov- 
ered last year. I am not acquainted 
with the details i>( the linil, but from in- 
formation 1 received before leaving 
Japan, I learned that the output of last 
season was over half a miUiou, and as 
20,000 Japanese had staiupeded there 
and crowds were still going, the output 
will be considerably larger this year." 

Uogarding the service of his company 
lo this port anil Seattle Mr. Kondo said: 
" We have no intention of increasing the 
service at present. We have now four 
steamers running belweeii .Seattle, ^'ic- 
toria and Yokohama. Next year, though, 
we intend puiting on three tint' largi^ 
passenger steamers, much larger llian 
the liners now in use. These vessels, 
the (•oiistrmiion of which will soon !»■ 
eouiineneed, will aeeommodute many 
passengers. 'I'hese ve>sels will be put 
on the route about the middle Of next 
year. We will probably also build a 
liirgi.' di-y deck in Japan for our steam- 
ers. 

■• What il() I think of the prospects of 
increased trade? That is a question I 
havi! been oft asked since I came to 
America. That is what I am here to 
find out. Judging from the statistics of 
the past year, trade between Ja^au and 
this side is increasing, and it Still eou- 
tinnes lo increase. 

" Kegarding the talk of war with Rus- 
sia, I do not think that the relations be- 
tween Japan and that country at present 
are such as will lead to war." 

When told of the coming military 
manoeuvres and of tlie current trend of 
opinion in Japan that the recent naval 
manoeuvres were considered a demon- 
stration, he said that in his opinion no

I'ructical Dress For Canada's Soldiers 
.\dvocated.

The necessity of adopting some new 
utilitarian style of uniform is commenc- 
ing to dawn upon tue Canadian militia. 
The historic military traditions have al- 
w.ays been on the side of show aud glit- 
ter, wliile the question of actual utility, 
if not wholly lost sight of, has been 
subordinated to martial appearance. 
The time has come when the heavy aud 
clumsy headgear and tunics should give 
place to something more practical and 
to such apparel as may be used to ad- 
vantage on the modern field of conllict. 
Tlie militia department have recently 
given p(?nnission to on(> regimeiii to 
wear straw liats of tlii' sombrero style 
during its drills litis suninier, and the 
innovati(Mi miglit Ik? periiianently adopt- 
ed, csiieeially in rural corps (u- during 
brigade camps, wilh prolit and advan- 
tage. 

In these days, when the question of 
military ellicaency is so highly exaltoi], 
praelii'al ideas should be adopled, and 
such uniforms issued to the troojis as will 
r.-icilitale llieir work and enable tluuu 
lo peii'orm il wilh ease. The burden- 
some headgear should be suiiplanled by 
something lighter. 'I'lie llashy and dis- 
linrtive unirorm cannot b(! expected to 
disappear altogether, for il has ever been 
associated with military pomp und 
pageantry, is conducive to a military 
spirit, and an adjunct lo discipline. The 
lUiaki uniform might well be issued to 
the Canadian militia. It is not extra- 
ordinarily exiiensive, wliile its utility is 
IioliMitly deniimstrated by the fact ibat 
it is the universal lighting dress ot the 
J'.ritish army. In the matter of color it 
leaves very little to bo desired, for it has 
been proved to be the least visible nt n 
distance of any, and immeasurably 
superior in that regard to the llashy red 
or scarlet, or even the more sombre rille 
green. The material is light and cool, 
as v.'cll ns durable in quality, and its 
issue to the militia of Canada would iu- 
deed be a welcome change from the 
present time-worn style of clothing.

THE INOANDBSGINT LIGHT. 

A Toronto Man and Not Edison Was the 
Dlseoveror. 

From I lie Toronto Clohe. 

In Invent Ivo enterprise the rewards are 
high, but the pri/.es are few In proportion 
to the blanks. Fortune, In lier proverbial 
flcklenesB, does uot always fairly bestow 
her honors and rewards, but that wayward 
habit Is not coaflned to the sphere of In- 
vention. While we have Seen freely con- 
ceding to Kdlson the honor of having in- 
ventoi^ the electric light, the Electrical 
News has been unearthing some vcrj- 
modern historical records, showing that the 
honors should be at least .shared by some 
Toronto experimenters. The Invention ot 
the Toronto mcir were patented both In 
Canada and the United States, aud a share 
of the American patent was bought by Mr. 
Edison In New York at the time when ho 
was making his original Invesllgatloas and 
before bis patent was taken out. The 
credit of llrst discovering the principle of 
the Incandescent electric light Is due to 
the late Matthew IC-vans, a liotelkeeper of 
Toronto, and Mr. Ilenry Woodward, who 
was a inedlcal student In the city In 1873. 
when the work of perfecting' the Invention 
was carrle<l on. They were nelghlmrs and 
fre(|uently worked together, exiiorlnieiitlhg 
with 11 large Sniead batlor.v aud Induction 
coll owned by 'Woodward. One evening at 
dusk, while watching the buzzer of the In- 
duction coll, both were struck with the 
brilliancy and continuity of tlie> spark at 
the point of contact. Bvans was fltsc to 
notice It, and remarked that the light was 
so strong he could, tell the time By his 
watch. WoodwjJrd snggc-jted the nosslbillty 
of confining the light In some klhd of a 
glolic, and dnelnrcd It would bo nn Inven- 
tion that would revolutionize the world. In 
the memorandum of agreement on which 
the Invention was patented In tile I'lilted 
States, Dr, Woodward Is described as the 
Inventor, with Mr. lOviins. Mr. .11 S. M'c- 
Mnrrny aud Mr, T. It. Fuller as eiiually In- 
terested with hlin. To raise an additional 
sum of $1,000, to secure the American 
liaient and make further experiments, an- 
other share was sold and divided among 
seven aildltloiinl partners. 

The inventor and those nssoclated with 
him seem to have neglected their patent 
after siu-eessfnll.v lighting a claim for pri- 
ority by a Russian Inventor, who had ap- 
plied to the United States patent office at 
about the same time and with a very sim- 
ilar Invention. The llrst Inca iideseeiit light 
was miide at Morrison's brass foundry on 
Adelaide street, Toronto, and was natural- 
ly a (■riido affair. It consisted' Of a.,water- 
gauge glass, ;vli!i a piece of carbon ru'nnl'ne 
along the centre ot It. The air was exhaust- 
ed from the glass, and the only difference 
In principle between the first crude IlghH 
and the Incandescent globes now Ux' use 
was the filling of the gauge glass with 
nitrogen gas, Instead of leaving It as near- 
ly as po!*sIhIe vacuum. Woodward and 
I'lViins spent iiiueli time and' money In- their 
experliiienis, and were looked upon by many 
friends us cranks and visionaries. New 
York eoiilil not supiily '.ho necessary a|)- 
piirntiis al that time, and a mncldne was 
Imported fmni I'lirls, at ;i cost of l.^ifK). A 
similar niiu-lilne could now \w obtained In 
Toronto for .'?:i."'i. In this electric a.ge It 
sniiiids strange to hear the street car 
horses stopping In fnait of the building on 
King stree'l, where the first arc light wns 
siiceessfiilly operated, and of the people 
running fi-oni the surrounding nelghliorhood 
under the Impression that the Hlumlnatcd 
fiietory was on lire,

Mr; Sutherland's dis- 
play of his tide, to the Invention and of the 
patent office records cud descriptions had 
at least the cfTect of providing ii. purchaser 
for his share, and that pnrcliaser was none 
other than the ndw famous Kdl.sou, al- 
though the ofTors and m^gotlatlons wjro 
made by one«of Ids agents. The purchaHO 
of ilr.

BKITISH STEAMERS BARKED. 

From. dWs . Btisiuess "-With' 'the IIii- 
waiian Islands After June, 

Xow tliat the Bawni ]bill has passed 
the United Stafes cotigrp'Ss and the ter- 
ritory of Hawaii becomes nn integral 
liart of the United States, as soon as it 
is put into force, the merchants of Hono- 
lulu are much worried over its effect on 
the business of the steamship lincK which 
h;ive been carrying freight and passen- 
gers between Honohilu and the I'ucilic 
Coast and the Orient. The steamers of 
the Cauftdian-Australian lino i)lying be- 
tween British Columbia, the Islands and 
-Vuslraiia will not be affected by. the 
change. They will continue doing busi- 
iiitss as heretofore, but tlie steamers of 
;he Occidental and Oriental line and the 
Tayit Kisen Kaisha line, as well as the 
.\Ioana of the Oceanic line, being Britisli 
vi'ssels, will not be able to carry freight 
iir passengers from Honolulu to San 
I''raiicisco or vice versa, as British vjOS- 
sels, under the conditions of the Unittnl 
States shipping laws a* not allowed to 
carry freight or passei|,'ers between two 
American ports; The merchants of the 
islands are much worried in consequence, 
for this means that a large fleet of big 
steamers will bo restricted from doing 
business. Included in the fleet that fly 
(ho Union Jack, and therefore are "put 
out of the business" are the; Coptic, Doric 
and Gaelic, ot' the Occidental and Ori- 
ental line, the American Maru, Nippon 
Marii and Hongkong Mam, ot the Toyo

The oflicera of the Glenogle, on the other 
hand, offer to bet a.ll their bolongnigs that 
their vessel "can steam rings around the 
A'ictori.'i— if the company would only let 
thciu use the coal"; and tliere the matter 
rests. lioth have won according to their 
own etory. Tlie case for the Glenogle is 
that she arrived fro m Yokohama two 

• days faster dian the Victoria arrived 
from Kobe, averaging 13% knots all the 
way. The Victoria's otllcers say that the 
l»a83age from Kobe means some twenty 
hours more stenm'mg, but even with this 
handicap, thev claim that they would 
have passed ■their rival — ha'd they not 
broken down. Tlie break, a slight ac- 
cident, occurred when they were three 

■ days out, and it delayed them 22 hours, 
laying to until the injuries were repair- 
ed. Until then tlioy had been making 14 
knotfi, and when they proceeded, they 
were so hindered by the damaged 
moohatiiHin of her engine room, that no 
more than 12 knots was averaged for the 
remainder of the voyage.

The rumor of muutiny on the steamer 
Aberdeen undoubtedly originated in the 
belief that it was possible.

Another ^Demonstration , to Be 
Held b> Japani^or Russia's 
Notice. 



A Gathering of i Troops to Be 
Held on an Unprecpdented 
Scale. 



.\.s the Victoria sailed on the Buiue day 
as did the Qlcuogle, little .ne\irs: further 
than that received by the already arrived 
vessel was obtained from the Oriental 
papers brought by her. One interesting 
item of news was, hoNveyer, learned 
This was to the effect that, followiuK 
on the recent naval manoeuTrcs of 
Japan, -which many regarded as a dcm- 
onsti;ation, ,ii[i^litary manoiiTres arc to be 
held on a largo scale by the Japanese. 
Discussing the recent manoeuvres nud 
the contemplated military gutheriug of 
Japiuicse troops, tlio Kobe Chronicle 
says: " Tiie Japanese war olUco un 
doul)tedly regarded the recent naval op- 
erations to some e.Ktent as u demonstra- 
tion—as indication that the renewed nc 
tivity of lUissiii ■ in Korea wa.s disap- 
proved, and could and would be resisted 
by forci;, if Japanese interests wore in 
any way threatened. For it seems to 
us nil incontestable proposition that, 
^vllil(,' Japan is anxious to maintain 
peace, essential as tliis is for her com- 
mercial and industrial development, she 
is at the same time thoroughly deter- 
mined that Russia shall not elbow her 
out of the peninsula which she holds to 
be within her legitimate sphere of in- 
fiiieiu-e. Krom this point of view tlu 
naval manoeuvres may be regarded as 
bein.t,' in part an indication at least of 
.Japan's ability to interfere. They are 
to be followed within throe or four 
months l)y military manoeuvres, also on 
a scale unprecedented in Japan, and also 
having tlie very good excuse of beiug 
held with a view to test the eUlciency of 
tlie new brigades and divisions organ- 
ized within tlie last few years. Never- 
theless we do not think the Japanese 
goveriinieiit is .mxious to move or anx- 
ious to find a pretext for any aggressive 
action. Everything depends upon Rus- 
sia. So long as Kussia shows no desire 
or intention of annexing or ' leasing ' or 
purchasing under commercial pretexts, 
any part of Korean territory, so long 
will Japan remain content with the 
status quo.* But the slightest indica- 
tion of an aggressive tendency on the 
part of Russia in Korea will make it 
iinpoHsible for any Japanese ministry, 
eager as it may be for the maintenance 
of peace, to prevent action that would^ 
inevitably tend to a declaration of pro- 
le.'torate over, or annexation of, the 
peninsular ' empire,' with all the conse- 
((iiences this would entail. There is, it 
if. true, a party growing up in Japan 
which is not content with the status quo, 
and whicli urges thai Japan o-wos it to 
herself to take prompt and imniedinte 
action to defend interests^ that are 
threatened now or in the immediate 
future. But this is not ii doctrine tliat 
is likely to prove acceptable to the 
present ministry, and we therefore hold 
that, whether the manoeuvres were or 
wore not intended as a demonstration, 
Japan will not take the aKgressive un- 
less her interests are attacked."

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, May 39. — The coon has come 
dowa. No, not quite; ho has promised 
to do 80, and between the two, the prom- 
ise aad the .fulfilmentr- there is a * wide 
difference, as old-time Liberals 'who had 
pinned their faith to the carrying out of 
the Ottawa convention programme well 
know. Day had f'ally dawned yesterday 
when the weary legislators left the par- 
liament buildings for their temporary 
homes in this city. The previous four 
hours had been momentous ones for the 
country. They had seen the govern- 
ment driven along by a triumphant oppo- 
sition to that point that there was no 
escape from granting an investigation 
into the election frauds. For three days 
the olllcial Liberals had argued against 
it, but after the challenge of Mr. Foster 
and the speech of Mr. Richardson, the 
Liberul member for Lisgur, Sir Wilfrid 
tool: to coTcr. Mr. Richardson had in- 
formed tbe house that he would vote 
for the opposition amendment unless the 
administration would pledge itself to 
appoint a commission of Superior court 
judges to sift these frauds to tbe bottom. 
When Mr, Foster spoke he referred to the 
chestnuts of reported Conservative cor- 
ruption which Mr. Cowan had brought ui) 
ttgttlnst the opposition, and he invited the 
Premier to submit everything relating to 
electoral fratul in Canada, no matter 
how far back it might be necessary to 
go, to an independent judicial tribunal 
The Premier dodged the issue for u 
wliile. He argued that he would not 
have granted a committee of inquiry last 
session had he known that the Conserva 
fives had the tnformaUon respecting the 
AVest Huron frauds iu their possession 
before the expiration of the forty days 
within which a protest can be lodged 
under the OontroTcrtcd Elections Act 
Finally ho admitted wfiat his followers 
had been arguing against for three days, 
tliat a gross system of ballot mauipulat 
iug and ballot switchinE had prevailed in 
this country for many years, and he 
promised tliat there should be an ex- 
haustive and thorough investigatlun by 
the highest Judges in the land, and that 
the evil-doers should be punished, even if 
special Icgialatiou had to bo adopted to 
accomplish this end. Sir Charles Tup 
per, Mr. Foster, Mr. Quinn and Mr. 
Clancy pressed for details of the refer- 
ence to the commission, but the Premier 
was somewhat chnry about committing 
himself. He Bald he woidd not b 
dragged into details, and he would not 
admit that bo was offering a compromise. 
.\ considerable time elapsed -before Sir 
Cliarlos got an opp6rt'nuity^t6'''4ue^on 
the I'remier, and !n the meantime many 
Conservatives had loft the house. The 
opposition leader had accepted the Pr 
iiiier's promise in good faith, and when 
ho came to ask for particulars the opposi- 
tion did not get much satisfaction. The 
division took place, and the Conserva- 
tives having beeu- caught napping, the 
governm^nti'a majority, was {arger than 
it otherwisV would have been.' 

There is muchisp^culationi'in tIcw of 
Sir Wilfrid Laur^cr's peculiar, attitude 
yesterday, as ' to vthen the cdmmission 
will be appointed. ..Both M r. -i^oster and 
Sir Charles Tupper'iiBked that'K should 
get to work at once, in order that the 
findings of the commission might be 
known to the country before the great 
appeal to the people, wliicb cannot be 
long delayed. The IPremier, by his re- 
fusal to furnish any particulars, invited 
the suspicion that the elections will be 
held before the commission reports to 
parliament. Sir Wifrid pretends to be 
sincere in his efforts to expose the 
frauds with which his party is asso- 
ciated, and to bring the guilty ones to 
justice. Why was it necessary, then, 
for him to wait to be driven to this 
course by a fighting opposition? If the 
government know about these election 
frauds to-day, they knew about them 
last August, as the evidence forthcoming 
was Bufflciently strong then to warrant 
the appointment of a commission as it is 
to-day. The only reason that can be 
given for the government's tardy action 
is the fear that many of their followers 
would have bolted when the division 
took place, and the effect upon the coun- 
try at large of a refusal to grant an In- 
quiry. 

Sir Wilfrid was put in a peculiar posi- 
tion this week. The debates committee 
has had 80 much trouble with tbe French 
translators that It was at last deemed 
neccBsary to hold an csamlDation of the 
members of the translators' staff. The 
result was a decision, apart altogether 
from the political proclivities of the 
l'>< nch translators, to recommend the 
dismissal of three of the old men and 
the appointment in their places of three 
others who had passed a very superior 
examination. One of tbe three to be 
removed, Mr. Gelinas, Is a great friend 
of the Premier and a brother-in-law of 
Mr. Desmarais, M. P. for St. James 
division of Montreal. The Premier made 
an urgent appeal for the retention of 
Mr. Gelinas. but it was of no avail. His 
own followers would not bear of such a 
tiling. Mr. Somervilie, of North Went- 
worth and Brant, told the house some 
pretty plain things. Referring to the 
examination which Gsl'nas bad written, 
Mr. Somervilie said that he had skipped 
all the hard sentences in the translation, 
and did not do half the work given to 
him. ' Mr. Somervilie gave this final dig 
to his leader: " The less said about Mr. 
Gelinas as a translator the better for 
liim, as he may have'to make his living 
outside of ;the public service after this." 
Mr. Richardson spoke in a similar strain. 
The Premier 'was greatly annoyed at the 
turn the discussion took, and when the 
motion was put. Sir Wilfrid finding the 
wliole house against hlni;': had 'to agree 
to it.

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Tliere is an inconsistency in Jlr. 
I'isher's answer to Col. Prior respecting 
leprosy in Canada.

ment. If this be so, British Columbia 
may well ask Mr. Fisher how it comes 
obo'ut that the Dominion government has 
assumed charge of the lepers found in 
Manitobii, transported them to New 
Brunswick, and ar,- now maintaining 
thcra at the expense of the federal treas- 
ury? It looks like another instance of 
British Coliimbia being discrimiinated 
against to the disadvantage of more 
favored provinces.

Boer and Briton- 
Great and Small 



Disparity of Resources Between the 
Two People Now Battling 
in South Africa. 



Historical .Wars In Which Very 
StroBg: Nations Were Opposed 
to Very Weak Ones. 



It ha« long been a recognized fuct that 
Great Britain has girdled the globe with 
her forte and military stations and thui 
her "mornhig drumbeat rolls urouiul the 
world," cTun though the mother country 
is oi alrao<>t iusignificunt proportions, 
fitartlas from that group of small islands 
icnown as the United Kingdom with its 
total area of less than 122,000 s.iiiaro 
milce, the British Empire has exti'udi'il 
until it dominates more than ll,2o0,()00 
square miles of the earth's surfa<i' to- 
day. Within the confines of "ihi- lionu- 
country dwell less than -lO.OOO.dOlt people, 
yet they have brought under sabjection, 
von over or luiide tributary to tlu'iii 
nearly ten times Uiat uumbci'. or a lotiil 
of 400,000,000 souls. 

Nearly liOO.OOO.OOO. to be .siii-e, exist in 
India and are Kt'rvilc subjects, who oon 
tribntfd but Kuantily toward the onricli- 
luunt ot till' dominant race; yet ol' lb 
vast annual revemu'S ol' the Kni|dre, i-.^^ 
timated at .'?1,11'5,()0(),(M)(), uae-liulf that 
amount is yieldoil by the i-olonies, and it 
is not to be wondered at that the efforts 
are persistent and continual to extend 
the borders of "Greater iJritain. 

On the otlter hand, what? If relative 
pro|iortions were to be considered, we 
should expect to find pitted against tlie 
might of Britain nt least Russia and 
France, or all iho nations of Europe. But 
instead we see two small republics, the 
area of both eonibined beinj; 100,000 
square miles ices than Britain'.s ooutix'- 
\ious colony of the Cape, or scarcely 170,- 
000 square miles, and with u total jiopu- 
lation of perhaps 1,200,000, of which 
number not more than r)UO,(IOO at the 
outside are white, of whatever nation- 
ality or fih.nde of political belief. 

The disparity in the military force of 
the contending nations is eciually iiul ice- 
able, whether we consider tlie Victual or 
reserve strength in the tield or available 
and to bo drawn upon in emergency. It 
has been estimated that in a life and 
death struggle Great Britain could arm 
and place in motion nearly 00,000,000 
men, and the actual number now in Afri- 
ca, about 200,000, is no criterion of her 
possibilities. 

To offset this the two republics can- 
not be said to have, accepting the very 
highest estimate, more than r)(),000 wen, 
nor conld they raise, at the best, more 
than 125,000 soldiers by impressing all 
their "avaijables" between lO and t;5 
j-ears ot agn. 

It WttB Bald of the Prencli in their bat- 
tles during the Franco-Prussian war, 30 
years ago, that their generals, "trained 
in warfare against the Arabs in Algiers, 
cooid ftQt .(;ope_withJhe euprngr organ- 
azation of Uio Germans." And, grant- 
ing this statement to be correct, whut 
ehall be said of the Britisli, who. \)ntll 
the present war -was inauguratetl. had 
not for many, many-years facod-a foe 
their equal in the scale of civilization? 
In fact, they had been accastomod, vet- 
erans as they were, to make war mainly 
npon barbarous or seral-civillzed people, 
such as the Aahantees, the Zulus, the 
Basutos and the fanatical hordes of 
Arabs led by the khalifa. This may be 
said witiiout in any manner depreciating 
the courage of the men or the eapadtieti 
of their commanders, for the lunate brav- 
ery that will support one under the ter- 
rilic charges of Arabian horsemen, recl<- 
less of life and bent solely upon death 
as iL means to gain a future paradise. 
That will stand by soldiers isolated in far- 
■oft" Afghanistan attacked l)y overwhelm- 
ing forces ot releutlesri barbarians, is not 
to be depised. 

And, again, one must recl;on witli the 
fact that the Boers are on their own 
noil, in a country v,-ith which they are all 
familiar, and that alone is considered by 
mjlil'.iry authorities as giving them a 
tivefohl advantage over the invaders. 
Thifl needs no arguing, for it has already 
been proved in the operations aroinid 
I./a(i3i<niith, at the assault of i^pion Kop 
and in a score of instances. The attacli- 
ing ])nrty, and esiKJcially the invading 
force, is aways at a disadvantage, whicli 
mere numerical superiority, no matter 
how great, cannot always i.>vercome. 

So the question recurs. Is the dispar- 
itr between Boer and British forces and 
their Tespcctivo armaments as great as 
at first glance it appears? Haye the 
BocTH still a fighting cluince for ultimate 
rictory notwithstanding the apparently 
ovorwbelnung odds against them ? 

It is a lesson of history that the great- 
er ultimately absorbs the Iwaer and that 
in the end the world applaudw the victor. 
The growth of an empire or of a great 
republic is by accretions, like a snowball 
rolling down hill; but soinetime.-! the 
liiiowbnll falls apart by its own weight, 
and the flmall boj'S gather up the frag- 
ments. If we turn to our only ginde, 
the history of nations that have existed 
in ancient timois and of those that exist 
to-day, the lt«?son we read is not very en- 
couraging for the Boer. For what we 
lind, in the first place, is thiit the small 
fry almost invnriul)ly have become the 
pr<'y of the larger firihes. The "lion lies 
down with the lamb," but the latter is 
usually inside the former at the conclu- 
sion (if the stnry. 

There are exceptions, it is tnie, as, for 
instance, {Switzerland, which for cen- 
turies held out against tlie single and 
combined oa.slaughts of greater powers, 
to eventually slide into the satisfactory 
position in which we find her to-day, 
ratiicr as the arbiter of peace than as the 
object of continental contention. 

Looking further back, into the very twi- 
lighu of history, we find innumorablo in- 
stanccfl that go to show how the process 
of absorption went on despite the pro- 
tests ot the Tictltns and the wailings of 
the world at large. One of the conspicn- 
ous examples of a weak but brave people 
resisting for a long period inevitable des- 
tiny la to be found in the memorable 
siege and destruction of Troy. There 
'are those who aver that Troy and all its 
inhabitants, together with the hoets that 
compassed it about, were but fanciful 
creations of old Homer's brain. But, if 
so, that does not alter the argument, for 
Homer was only reasoning along the 
lines tauglit him by observation and by 
tlie history of past events.- 

Th(> ease of Troy was that of a .singlo 
city holding out for a long period agnlnfit 
the resources of a whole nation. Anoth- 
er notable exaraplo was that of Carthage, 
which for centuries defied all the might 
of Imperial Rome. 

And Homo herself, having become a 
conquering nation through her snccess- 



sway, first invading Ikfacedon, then Syria, 
Gaul, Britain, and stretching her arma 
out for plunder to every point of th» 
compass. 

Then there were the Moslem Arabs 
who started out from Arabia and over- 
ran not only Egypt and north Africa, 
but eventually crossed the Mediterranean 
and invaded Spain, finding their Water- 
loo only in France, tinder the sturdy 
blows of Charles Martel. 

Coming down to comparatively mod- 
ern times, one of the most flagrant in- 
stances of aggression by overwhelming 
force is to be found in the partition of 
Poland between Prussia, Austria and 
Knssia in 1772. Catherine of Rustia 
planned the dismemberment of this un- 
happy country, but Frederick the Great 
and Maria Theresa were only too willing 
to share in the spoils. For nearly 100 
years the brave Poles resisted in a de- 
sultory manner the continued oppres 
sions of Russia, but the end finds them, 
notwithstanding the heroism of Kosciui- 
ko and their most strenuous endeavor* 
to throw off the yoke, bowi.'d beututh the 
burden of their woc«. 

The Hostory of Holland or the Neth 
erlauds shows us how a virile nitton miy 
bo harrassed and even crushed to earth 
but in the end rise triumphantly and 
turn the tables upon its oppressors. Be 
stowed as a royal gift upon the iufa- 
mous Philip II. of Spain and for many 
years enduring "u tyranny which for 
extent and ferocity is almost unparalleled 
in history," yet the indomitable Holland- 
ers resisted suoessfuUy the efforts of the 
Spanish sovereign to subdue them, and 
after 40 years of fighting came off vic- 
torious. They came out of the long cou- 
lliet even stronger than they entered it 
and possessed of a formidable fleet that 
made them at thot time the first naval 
power in the world. This was the begin- 
ning of Holliiiul'H greatness as a world 
power, and it was brought about by the 
endeavor of her enemies to reduce her to 
nothingness. 

It was by their yirowefis against the 
Spaniards that the Dutch not only saved 
their country, but gained for themselves 
those rich islands of the lOast — Borneo, 
Java, Sumatra, Molucca, the Celebes, 
etc. — from which to-day lliey derive an 
anaui'il revenue of more than .'?,')0,000,- 
000. .Some they took from the Spaumrds 
but most of them from the I'ortuguese, 
ami they have held I hem for more than 
200 years: but not one of them is yet ac 
tually and wholly in iheir ])ufisessi(in, as 
they have never quite subdued the wild 
tribe-i living tlu're and are still obliged 
to maintain an army of 40,000 men 

'Such have been the outcomes of some 
of the wars between small states and 
great nations. The siege of Troy, whe- 
ther mythical or otlierwise. gave the 
world a host of heroes and a series of 
adventures it could not well do without; 
Cartilage has left behind a few imper 
ishable names; Rome has left many and 
has served as an example and a warning 
for centuries: Spain has shown us what 
a great natioiiH should not be, and, purti- 
culary in her treatment of the Nether- 
lands, aroused a peo|)!e ndio afterward 
caused her great distress, while the par- 
tition of Poland has directed the eyes of 
the worlil to a possible menace In tlio 
aggrpssiuu3 ot U ii'reat country like Rus- 
tia. From these citations out of the old 
world's experiences it may be seen that 
the Boers have little to hope for or to 
encourage them in the way of precedent. 
If we turn to the new world, however, 
we lind more hopeful conditions fro'iU 
which to draw auguries for their future, 
particularly in the dissolution of Spain's 
crciit ?o!<?niei) in Mexico, Central and 
Houlh America. 

At the time Siiaiu was engaged li\ car- 
rying the in(iiijsition into Holland anil 
striving to cnish her brave people cho 
was tluf coaei'deil pro))rielor of the great- 
er portion of America south of Florida. 
The great navigators like C'olinnbiis, 
VesiHici-i luul llie I'in/.oues. and cruel 
coiKiuistadorcs like Cortes, I'inzones, and 
cruel coiKiuistadores like Cortet;, I'izarro 
and De Soto hail adiled to her original 
territory vastly more in Amerii/a than 
was then held by all the recognized 
powers combined. 

The St tllcnients formed there grew and 
flourished owing to the discoveries ot 
gold in the West Indies, Peru and Mexi- 
co, and tor 300 years Spain held these 
countries in a grip of death. Semi-an- 
nually galleons made the voyages be- 
tween the colonies and the mother coun- 
try laden to the gunwales with gold, 
silver, spices and precious woods. These 
were the frequent objects of attack by 
English, Dutch and French privateers, 
and many millions were diverted from 
their dcHtiuation in Spain to the coffers 
of her enemies. But still, she held the 
colonies true to tlieir allegiance until I he 
period when Napoleon 15ona()arte iiivadeil 
.Spain and placed his brother Joseph up- 
on the throne. Thin was in 1808, and, 
though the former king, the dissolute Fer- 
dinand, was a second Nero by nature 
and had no regard for the liberties ot 
his subjects either at home or abroad, 
still the colonistB found in the impo.sitiou 
of a new regime and a foreign sovereign 
excuse for revolts against the mother 
country. The tlame of revolution raged 
throughout all the southern colonies. In 
Mexico th(? patriot priest Hidalgo led the 
lirst outbreak, beginning a civil war 
which lasted many years. The same 
year Chili declared her independence. 
Venezuela followed in IHll, again was 
in revolt in 181li under Bolivar, and, af- 
tiT a protracted conflict with varying 
success, the republic of Columbia, em- 
bracing New Granada, Venezuela and 
Kcuador, was established in 181U. Mean- 
while the revolution was fircely raging 
in Mexico, and In 1821 the shackles of 
.slavery were broken, never to be replaced. 

After the long contllct wan over it was 
found that the only remaining dependen- 
cies of Spain in Aaiericu were the com- 
paratively insiguilicant islands ot Cuba 
and Porto Rico. And those two, as we 
all know, after enduring Spanish tynniny 
for nearly two-thirds of another century, 
were finally released tlirought the inter- 
vention of the United States. , 

It is perhaps (luite natural tliat, while 
(he little folks of Europe have rarely re- 
ceived asbistance from their big brothers 
in their struggles for freedom, and it 
was only in the new world that others 
similarly situated were enabled to 
achieve their independence by friendly 
aid, the eyes of the struggling Boers are 
turned this way as a last forlorn hope. 

But sentiment is one thing, and iLiplo- 
macj' is another. As matters are now it 
would appear that the South African 
republics will have to stand. or fall by 
their tmaided endeavors. 



ORTHODOX OHRISTIANITY. 

Felix Adlcr On Its Dedin^e and the Pul- 
pit Tendency to Become the Echo 
of the Newspaper. 

In the light ot the new astronomy our 
earch has dwindled. We have learned 
that we live on the outer shell of a little 
globe, which is but a mere speck of dust 
amid the infinities, not as we formerly 
supposed the centre ot the univoree. We 
pigmies dwell in n few protected nooks ot 
this outer shell oi" the earth. .V little too 
much heat or a little too much cold and 
we perifh. Underneath our feet still 
blaze the etern.-il fires that were kindled 
when this earth lay on the bosom ot its 
parent sun. Above our head.s we can 
bee the unendinp- array of young world* 
and old worlds and dead worlds. 

This new conception ct tlie earth does 
not logically contradict the old dogmatic 
beliefii, but it creates an attitude ot mind 
unfavorable to them. 

For instance, the orthodox doctrine ot 
a redeemer rests upon the assumption 
that a man must be perfectly good in 
order to be acceptable to his Maker. This 
doctrine implies that a Inan is either al- 
together good or not good at all. It ia 
plainly contrary to the modem idea of 
derolopmeut, which teachce that tlie im- 
possible is not reqtiired ot us. Abso- 
lute perfection is unattainable, but wo 
know that the road to perfection lies oji- 
en and that it we would be men in the 
highest sense we must travel it. 

The early Christians knew that no hu- 
man being could perfectly good, and 
yet they believed that perfection was re- 
quired of them. Hence a redeemer who 
conlii impart to them his goodne.sd was 
necessary. Willi the wider outlook 
which we have to-day we see that suidi 
a miraculous intervention is not neoiled. 
Our idea of perfec^tion has been nunliiied 
by the di.scovery of the laws of human 
development. Just as we i)erceive that 
it is nearer fo the truth to believe in a 
boundless iimtead of a narrow world, so 
also we accept the idea of progress and 
character culture. In short, a new tem- 
per of mind has been created, which is 
unfavorable to the acceptance of the okl 
dogmas. 

Many are unable froni some sentiment- 
al reasons to give up the old beliefs, even 
though they have accepted the new teach- 
ing of astronomy and biology. Others 
draw a curtain over the dogmas and de- 
clare that action is more imiiortant th.!.n 
belief. 

But in the latter case the dogmas are 
only kept in the backgronnd, not aban- 
doned. Again, the niitiisters of too many 
churches take their ideas of good from 
the inere surface of things. They preach 
socialism to-day and imperialisni to-mor- 
row. In tact, the pulpit tends to become 
in too many cases just the echo of the 
newspaper. 

are told by Or. Briggw that the 
great aim is to reconcile science ami re 
iigion. But is this readjustment possible 
to religion as traditionally delivered'.' 

What we must have is a clear, ration- 
al basis for our gooiiness. It is not true 
that the deed is indeiiendent of the creed. 
lOvery false idea wc hold materially af- 
fectH our conduct. 

We must coiiBtantly be prepared to I'c- 
ceivc Dew ideas and entertain new out- 
looks. The contribution which Jesus 
made to the moral teacliings of the V. yrlil 
is invaluable, but it is not fwal. There 
is roQin on the ethical tree for a higher 
brnnchi 

We cannot get sufllcient help in our 
Jloiticnl or conjugal or indu«tri't] duties 
from the teaching of the New Testa- 
ment. The doctrine of brotherly love in 
the abstract Is not enough. The whole 
social problem ie how to properly apply 
the principles of brotherhood. How shall 
love express itself? That is the crucial 
question. 

There is an intrinsic flaw in the mind 
wliich will not allow us to conceive of 
infinity. We cannot imagine what an 
infinite being is. We cannot think of a 
(lod like us, and therefore we caunot iu 
any adequate sense take an iiilinite being 
as a pattern. .Man cannot be godlike; 
but he can feel that he is fiusceptible to 
influences iliat eonie frnni a divine source. 
.M(U'e and more wc are learning to rely 
upon hnman effort and not ui)on miracu- 
lous inte^-ference. We depend upon the 
develoiunent of our own ideas and powers, 
not upon any espci-ial revelation or ira- 
imled righteousness.

Purified River Water ijs a Safer Bever- 
age Thau Water of -Greater Xa- 
turnl Purity. 

Kngiiiei^ring, writing on the subject of 
the Ijoadcm Water Supply, inclines to 
tiie view tliat. as a body, tiie 'Welsli 
water party are impervious to tlie ti'uch- 
ings of intKlern sanitar.v science. This 
presumption, too, receives supjiort from 
a li'tler by .\Ir. b\ Veriley, recently i)u!>- 
lislieil in the Times. This gentieiniiii 
seems totally unaware of the fai.-t that 
experience has shown tliat, on the -\vh*de, 
properly purilied river water is a safer 
beverage than water of greater natural 
purity, unless the iireeiintion is taken of

'The discovery of u distinction between 
heat-stroke and sun-stroke is claimed by 
Dr. Monssoir, a French naval surgeon, 
who believes that a considerable saving 
of life should follow. Heat-stroke, he af- 
firms, results from jirolonged exposure of 
the whole body to moiBt or dry heat cx- 
ceodiug 140 degree F., and its ill effects 
arc due tc th» action of the fiuperbeatcd 
blood. Sun-stroke, instead of being caus- 
ed by high temiK'rature, is induced by 
chemical rays from inteiise sunlight ful- 
ling on thi cranium. It can occur only 
in the troiiics and the immunity ot blacks 
ii exiilained by the fact that a dark skill 
or otiier dark subsl.u.ce almost eoiuiilete- 
ly siiii'S the i-ai;'.-.agc of chemical rays. 

Tile breeding ot the^ common eel is one 
of the interesting (luestiuns settled by 
naturalists within the last few years, 
'i'he young are not at all eel-like, and 
wet',' called leptoccpliali, says I'rof. Ray 
Laukitster, until ten or tu'elve years ago, 
when a siKH-iinen in an n(iuuriuiu on the 
coast of Brittany gradually develojied 
into a conger eel.

Restoration to lite after hours of ap- 
parent death is now known to be possible 
in cases of iiersons taken from the water 
or from suffocating gasses.

Interest iu this race will be luKhteued

1 lie 
latter \\bieli won llu- •'rrelimiiiury" yes- 
icrdiiv is owned bv no less a personage 
Ilian the Prince of Wales iiimsDlf, and W

'whieb tlie I^-ince won the Derby m rc- 
viiid-breakiii- lime in ISOli. 

Briidly this is the history of the strife 
bilweeii these three horses; Democrat 
ran in eleven races last year and won 
si\. He lost his first race througli uot 
beiuK in condition, but won Ins second 
;at Ascot, beating, among others tins 
liorse upon whom the Princo ot n\ ales 
•will pin his Derby hopes— Diamond Jubi- 
lee. In his next race, at Sandown Park, 
ho met the horse that is now his nuwt 
dangerous rival— Forfarshire— gave biin 
nine pounds and beat him by a neck. 
After this he won the Camiiagne ^take, 
beating the crack English horse himou 
Dale; but in his ne-xt race, at Kemptoii, 
be met Forfarshire again, who g;'-'^" bim 
three pounds and beat him liy a head. 
"U'his nice oxioted much controversy 
■amou" Fuglish sportsmen, some of whom 
regarded it as a liuke. saying that the 
American jockey, Tod Sloane, rode a 
"Hash linish" and was caught napping, 
others maintaiuing that Democrat was 
ihoroughiv beiiten and that Forfarshire 
was uot "in form when first the horse.? 
met. 

However, Deninc rat linishfld the season 
ill fancy fashion by winning the biggest 
-2-.vear-(ild nice of the year, the Middle 
Park Plate, and the Dewhui-st Plate at 
\i-wmarket. Iu botli of these races the 
l'rin<'0 of Wales' horse, Diamond .Tubiloc, 
ran second to Democrat, but was beaten 
di'cisively eacli time. 

P.i'sides Doiiioernt, ten or twelve otlier 
American horses ;ire entered for the 
Dcrhv. among tlieiii Admiral Dewey, 
who dill some good work hero last sea- 
son, but it is not thought that many of 
them have a chance, with the possible 
exceptions of J. U. Keene's Di.sguiso II., 
sired by Domino, and P. Lnrillard s Old

Tliere is no doubt that this great Fn- 
1,'lish meeting is the most interesting race 
in the worbL It is uot that at which the 
moist money changes hands, because the 
ri'spective merits of most of the candi- 
dates are too well known; hut it is "the' 
race bv reason of its traditions— for its 
dates back to lT8D-and its general pic- 
tiiresqucness. Fvery English sportsman 
wotild rather win the blue ribbon than 
anv other. The annual pilgrimage of all 
sorts and conditions of men and women, 
from all parts of London and its suburba, 
in all sorts of equipagos, to Bpsom Downe 
has built Tip a tradition that is probably 
responsible for more of the fame of Derby 
day than any of the achievements of the 
bo'rsCB on the track. Derby day is al- 
most as much a festivai of those who go 
lo see and bo seen as New York's an- 
jiiiiil Iiorso show. 

It would be decidedly interesting to 
Ivuow how much such mcu as the late 
Duke of Wostmiaster, owner of Plying 
Fox, la.st year's winner; Lord Uosobery, 
who won two Derbies, and the Prince of 
Waleo made out of their "wins," but 
nothing would be more dinictilt to say, 
as the greatest potssible secrecy is main- 
tained over the matter oC wagers, all the 
priucipnrs side liets being made by the 
men connected with his stable. The us- 
tiiil Derby purse is 0,000 sovereigns, and 
the first horse wins, after deducting the 
.•\niount of the purses for second and 
third, in the neighborhood of $28,000. 
An authority, in reply to my question, 
li.'ced the ainounl which the average win- 
ner would not, counting side luUs anil 
all. as about .?S0,OO0. It is ,i curious 
fact dial no iioor man has ever won the 
Derby, the fortunate owners having al- 
ways" been either noblemen or million- 
.airi\s. Sporting men <lo not believe that

Tlie Derby, like practically all racing 
in ICngland, in managed by the .Tockoy 
Club. The purse is made up nominally 
of the fees jiaid for the entry of horse.v- 
.S250 each. Horses are entered two years 
before I bo race, or as yearlings, to run 
3is ;!-ycar-olds. The entry must be made 
<iriginally liy .Tuly 10 of the first year, 
in this case, 1898. Then on the first 
'I'uesiiay of tl.'e following year the race 
closes. ' If any thing lias liappoucd to 
your horse or you think ho has no chance 
von can withdraw him iVion and pay only 
ii!'25, but if you do not withdraw him you

The slory of .lodda's victory is almost as 
curious. It was aiiotlu'r tyro, and had 
be only followed his inclinations he would 
have liad tyro's luck. Di]iilo|) was the 
favorite, but the amateur bought a six- 
IM-Uiiiy ''tipbook" that, oddly enough, nam- 
ed Jcdda to win. J''or a moment be had 
au idea of putting :^2iiO on, but changed 
his mind and plumped for the favorite. 
.N'cdiody had thought Of Jedda as a pos- 
sibility, but the horse beat the iCavorite 
easily. The amate-ur lost $250. Had he 
won the amount would hare been S25,- 
000. 

One of the most nerve-racking inci- 
dents ever connected with a Dorb.v. and 
one in which a king's ransom was hot on 
a horse without the tip's getting abroad, 
was in 18G2, and the horse ("aractacns. 
He was not the favorite, save with his 
owner's private friends and the stable 
hangers-on, but they bet so wholehearted- 
ly that the "bookies" were laden down 
with their money. The secret, liowcvcr, 
was so we!! !-;ei,t that the oilds against 
Ciiractaeiis « ere -111 to 1. A jockey who 
was famous alike for bis skill on the 
track and his general shrewdness in bet- 
ting refused to ride the horse, wlii'ii one 
of the stable boys, a midget named i'ar- 
j sons, volunteered. Boy and horse had 
grown up togi'tber and loved each other, 
I and whim the hitter's 'ewki rs beard who 
I was to ride those wliij bi.d eiiongh money 
! left doubled their Lets. There were 
thirty-live horses in tae race, and C'arac- 
laciis won as lie jileasen. 

There had been agony enough and to 
spare for the backers of the lucky auinial 
alre.idy, but there was more to come. Af- 
ter the race, when the stable boy weighed 
in, he failed to turn ths scale. The 
bridlo watj fiuug iu and the beam went 
up. Then along came another objection. 
It was declared by a nobleman tkat the 
winner and some other of the horses had 
not gone the complete distance, aB they 
were in front of the post when the flag 
fell. This objection came to nothing by 
the surprisingly lucky fact that it had 
not boon made until t^ronty minutes af- 
ter the eiiii of the race, live minutes past 
tile time when any objection is valid. 

There are, of coursis a lot of ''records" 
connected with the Derby. The jockey 
who won more times than any other was 
Fred Archer, who did the trick on five 
occasions. The sborlest lime ever made 
wild done by tlu> Prince of Wales' horse, 
Persimmon, who covered Ihn mile anil a 
half ill two minutes, forty-two seconds. 
The biggest, field was in 1SII2, ivilh 
thirty-live horses, and the smalii'st, of 
recent times, in 1,S'.>L when only seven 
horses ran, one of them Lord Uosebery's, 
whieb toolj the rtice. The largest crowd 
that ever witnessed the race is thought 
lo have come together in the lOxhibil i(m 
year or 1851, ami th.it year comes near 
to bidding ibe record for large winnings 
and b)s.ses. Davis, the strongest book- 
maker of thai lime, lost over ,'j;,"00,000, 
and some of bis associates were hit al- 
most as lianl. AVhat was won by Sir 
,los(>|)li Hawley, whose horse took the 
event, is not, of course, known, but he 
gave his jockey a present of $10,000, 
Ihereby beginning what has grown info 
a regular practice.

So 
it would be our plan to peaceubly make 
way for the Sheldons, lay and cleric; and, 
wlien the excitement was over the iiiLs- 
named 'moulders' .union: would 'go back 
to work witli every point decided in its 
favor." 

What's become ot those two phrases: 
"The survival of the fittest" and "com- 
petition is the life of trade"? Quite a 
litimber of people used to pat thenusolvcs 
on the back with these egotistical cudgels. 
But somehow or other since the trusts 
took a hand in. our industrial \yclfare 
the phrases have gone comipletely out of 
use. 



Tile word "Workingman," for want ot 
a hotter one, promises to become con- 
tracted in its application. A<'cording to 
the l)Ook a "workingm;in" is one who 
works, either as a skilled artilicer or a 
laborer. Some times the word iw made to 
apply only to a iiiiin who belongs to an 
organized body of workingmen. In this 
sense "trade-unionist" cannot always be 
applied, an<t a coined word, "laboritc." 
does not ino(?t with general favor. "Wage- 
earner" is sometimes used, but "work- 
ingman" appears to be more generally 
likpd. Words, like fashions, are subject 
to change. For instance, n Canadian or 
Mexican has Just as good a right to call 
himself an American as has a United 
Stateser, hut usage has eonlined the 
meaning ot "American" to .-i cilizen of 
the United States. So may it biM-ome 
with"'workingman'' — one who iiibors and 
at the same time belongs to an organized 
body of workers.

There arc to-day 
more than two thousand Japs employed 
on the C.P.Il. between "Vanconver and 
Lagan. They are emploj'ed on extra 
gangs, fence gangs, steam shovel outlits, 
in rock work, and even in bridge crews. 
Contractors furnish the men, and receive 
one dollar per day for each man employ- 
ed. The contraelors pay the men seven- 
ty-live cv'iits per day, and they an? crowd- 
ed like beauts into filthy boarding cars, 
freriueutly as many as fifty living in one 
car. Recently the health authorities in 
one cit.v compelled the company to move 
the cars outside the corporation, as they 
were considered a menace to public 
health. — ^Ilosslund Industrial AVorld.

First, they, 
indicate that the capitalists, receiving 
three-fourths or more of the wealth pro- 
ihicod by labor, loat the greate.'st jior- 
tion. Secondly, the workers really "lost" 
nothing. Cor they had nothing to lose, find 
it may be that tlioy saved some energy 
and thus gained in longevity. Tliirdly, 
the figures expose the injustice and in- 
famy of an indu.s^rial nyB;em in which 
a few employers are enabled to lock tip 
opportunities and debar 230,000 or more

Deaf, Dumb tiiul Blind, He Has Learned 
to Speak, Use the Typewriter, 
Model in Clay, Etc. 

The pet of the New York Institute for 
Deaf and Dumb, the most interesting of 
all the iumatct!, and the one who gives 
the least trouble to the teachers, is a 
boy to whom the ontsidi? world is an 
absolute blank, says a special eorre^ 
poiident in the St. Lmiis Globe-Democrat. 
Deaf, dniiib and blind. Orris Henson lives 
in a world of silence and darkness. Un- 
der orilinary conditions, left to himself, 
he would have gone through lift' a cleso- 
hite soul wraiipeil in Cimmerian dark- 
ness, knowing nothing, ihinking nothing, 
ho]iiii^' nolhing. It would be dillieult to 
imagine a more iiitiful fate. I-^ortunately, 
scientific melbiids and patient endeavor 
are (-ajiaMe of lifling even such an alllict- 
ed individual as one deaf, dumb e.nil blind 
out of the slough of de.spond; indeed, so 
many iidvantagcti and resources have al- 
read.v been brought into liis life that it 
is not niiK'h Of an exaggeration of the 
facts to say that he is little incounnoded 
by the lack of the three most valuable 
senses. 

Orris Benson lost both sight and hear- 
ing when a child ot 3, the direct cause 
of Ids affliction being spinal meningitis 
lu the fall of ISSO he was taken to the 
New York institution, ami placed in the 
male kindergarten at the Mansion House. 
At the time of admicision he had no re- 
membrance of the general appearance of 
persons or things, but had a somewhat 
indistinct idea of black and white. 

Tile first word he learned to sj)ell by 
means of the manual alphabet was "key," 
the object having been lu-eviously shown 
to him. Tliijn. liuJi^ by little, step by 
step, he learned the names of other com- 
mon obje(-ts. In the same slow, tedicnis 
may, he was later taught the (dements 
of speech. The str.iin upon his brain 
was so great that at first lie was not re- 
(luired to do much at any one time, but 
the task of learning gradually became 
less arduous, and in time he could nn- 
liersiand easy conversation, and com- 
pose a few simiile sentences. After be- 
ing transferred to the main building, he 
was taught to converse by speech. Ho 
now gencr.'iUy makes use of this accom- 
plisbineiit whcu hearing persons with 
whom he is aciiuainted. 

He shows great fondness for history. 
Accounts of the heroic exploits of the 
makers of the nation arouse hini to such 
an e.ttu«t that he has several times ex-. 
pres:'ed regret that he cannot be a sol- 
dier. He also enjoys studying geography 
Willi the liidp of raised maiM. After get- 
ting a clear idea of mimlieiis he began 
the study of arithmetic, but us yet he i:i 
not far advanced in this branch. 

.\t home be sometimes assists his fath- 
er, who is a carpenter. Last summer he 
lielpeil a friend during the haying season. 
In the trade si-hiM)l of the New York iii- 
Ktitntiou he learned to cane chairs, and 
in this and various other ways he man- 
ages to earn his .-^iieiidiug money dnriug 
the baig summer vaealion. 

ill- is especially fond of wood carving, 
imd he has made several exiiuisile pieces 
entirely with-ju; help. He also models in 
clay, and has made an accurate copy of 
Cicneral Grant's tomb on Riverside drive. 
Tile form of the building was explained 
to him and he modeled it with surprising 
faithfulness. At chair-caning Orris is 
liartieularly skillful, and works ipjickly 
and carefully. 

Nothing jileases him better than to be 
HUeslioned on some matter of interest 
that lie has studied during the school ses- 
sion. He has thoughts of his own con- 
cerning current questions, aud the tCacli- 
i-rs are glad to talk with him aud watch 
the steady growth Of his intellect. Orris 
is iimlonbtedly the most interesting as 
well as the motit talented deaf, dumb and 
blind boy in the country, and, according 
to the testimony of his teachers, he is the 
liapiiiest boy in the institution.

But it was uo good; the- next of kin took 
up the pious task, BullacosOia fared as 
well as over, and at the end of three 
mouths there was nothing for it but to 
let the thirty out of prison again.— 'Harp- 
er's Weekly.

its one of the mowt remark»l)le of roliaious 
i.hieuiuents bot5i in the manner of its 
foriuulatiou and iu the influence ^ has 
had in controMng the lives of <e :great 
number of pedpte. . And even as remark- 
able as the Confession ot Faith itself wn^ 
the body of men which composed It. 

This as,si Wbly convened in Henry VH.'h 
ChaiH I, \Vestm;n8tcr, Bugland, -July 1, 
lt>-i;t, having been summoned by the two 
housc^s of parliament. It continued sit- 
ting for more than five years and a half, 
during which time it held 1103 sessions. 
The forniiilatiun of the Confession of 
Faith wan nnlyiji part of its work. The 
a.sseintily also revised a portion of the 3!) 
articles, iireiiared the greater and shorter 
catechisms, a directory for worship, and 
a form of church goverumeut. 

,Vt rhis time the Calvanistic creed was 
suprenie among the Protestants. The 

cxeeutii r Laud, the iniiirisonniciit of 

' the ten bif.hoiK< ia the Towi^r of London. 
! and otlier oppressive acts had caused a 
I revolt against the Kpiscopal Church and 

■ had jlclivered into the h.-inds of the Preiv 

■ byterians pcch'siastical and temporal rule. 
I 'rhe Long Parliament, in September. 
I 1()-12, abolished episcopacy as the .state 
I religion, and in .luue, Pi-i:{, suminoued 

"an flfvierably ot good and learned di- 
vines" to advise what form of Puritan- 
ism should be its successor. That this 
was to be Presbyterianism was tho on« 
object of the Presbyterian majority. 

The ordinance by which this body was 
snminioned was entitled: "An ordinance 
of the Lords and Commons in Parliament 
for calling an assembly of learned and 
gcxlly divines and others, to be consulted 
■with by the parliament for settling tlie 
government and liturgy of the Church 
«t England and for vindicating and 
r!ia.-:ng of the doctrines of the church 
from false aspersions and Interpreta- 
tions." 

This asfjombly -vva*< eouipo.sed of 121 di- 
vines and 30 lay nieinbers, ten of whom 
wcrc Lords and 20 members of the House 
of Comiiioiis. The greater part of this 
liody were Presbyterians, so, of course, 
they c-jntroUed it. not, however, with- 
out many severe struggles. 

.■Vniong thrirte Hiiinmoned were severnl 
Erasmians, Independents and Episctv 
jalians, but few of the latter attended, 
.■is Charles I. had declared against the 
convocation. LatiT the Episcopal clergy 
entirely deserted the assembly.

This body had no power beyond _Bug>- 
gesting; it was only a grand council to 
parliament on religious matters and was 
coufined in its discussions to such matters 
as parliament laid before it. It has been 
the recipient (if much abuse, especially 
from the fitter advocates of episcopacy 
of the time. ' Cromwell hims^f called 
Ihem "persecutors." But Richard Bax- 
ter, who knew many of tho members per- 
sonally, writes that "they were men of 
eminent learning, godliness, ministerial 
abilities and tidelity. . . . that, as far 
as I nm able to judge by tho informa- 
tion of history, and by any other evi- 
ileiiee, the Cliristian world, since the 
days of tho apcstles, had never a synod 
of more excellent divines than this synod 
and the Hynod of Dort." 

Of the 151 members GO appeared the 
first day and the average attendance dur- 
ing the five years and more of its exist- 
ei'ci- wiisi but 'I trille larger. The first 
work which tho assembly was asked to 
undertake by parliament was to consider 
what could be submitted for tho 30 ar- 
ticles. Hut while they were still engaged 
upon the sixteenth artu-le p.-.r!i.'uuent 
gave orderp for them "to take in hand 
the <liscipline and liturgy ot the church." 
The revi.sion of the 30 articles was never 
(•ompleted, but that which had been doue 
became permanent through action of, par- 
liament. 

In coinplianee with this order the as- 
sembly .prepared several ordinances, 
which generally had this form: "To the 
Right Honorable the Lords and Com- 
mons assembled in Parliament: The 
humble advice of the assembly of divines, 
BOW sitting by ordinance of iiarlianient 
at Westminster, concerning church gov- 
ernment," or concerning whatever jiar- 
ticular matter was just then under con- 
sideration. There were long battles over 
the identity ot the pastor and the doctor, 
over the ruliug eldership and over the 
<)aestion of ordination. When parliament 
ordered them in June, 1(H4, to lay aside 
all other business and devote themselves 
to the Couf<^.s<sion of Faith and catech- 
ism, the \vork of outlining the govern- 
ijieiii of the church had not yet been en- 
tirely coinpK'ted. 

The "Directory for Worship," prepared 
under orders from parliament, -was com- 
pleted in Deceniber, 1(14-1, afti'r eight 
months' labor, passed the House of Com- 
mons a few days later, and was ordered 
jirinted under the title, "A Directory for

Till! work of greatest interest to UB In 
the light of recent events in which Dr. 
Newell Dwight Hillis, Dr. W. O. Gray, 
Dr. Herrick Johnson and other promin- 
ent Presbyterians have figured is the Con- 
fession of Faith. This was prepared in 
rough form by a special committee and 
was then divided into three parts and 
each part given to one of the throe com- 
luittewi of the aascmbl.v. Those com- 
mittees reported on a subject as soon as 
it had been worked into what they con- 
sidered a permanent form. But the pre- 
paration of the confCBBiont progressed 
slowly, and several orders Were received 
from the House of Conimons to hasten 
the work. Tho confeefiion was completed 
November 20 and was sent to both houses 
of parliament a few days later. Xt was 
not finully ndopte<l until June 20, IG-IS. 
It WAS then printed under the title: ""Ar- 
lieles of Christian Religion. Approved 
and Paase<l by both Houses of Parlia- 
ment After Advice had with the Asscm- 
hlj- of Divines, by Authority of Parlia- 
ment, Sitting at Wefltminster." 



I 
Thono Were iududed when the Coufes- 
siun ol Faith was adopted by parliament. 

The tulrstance of this confession was 
reduced to the form of catechisms by tho 
aesembly at the order ot the parliament, 
u larger one for ministers to lecture from 
in the pulpit, and a smaller one contain^ 
ing an accurate summary of the doctrines 
for the instruction of children. After 
tln^fie had been completed in IMS, there 
was nothing left for the a-«sembly to do, 
and parliament would have acted wisely 
luid it dissolved the asfioinbly. This was 
not done, however, and the body ot di- 
vines gradually melted away and sank 
into comparative insignificance. After 
the completion of its work it did little 
more than examine candidates for the 
ministry and discuss the divine right of 
presbytery, which had beeu erne of the 
chief subject^ for contention in its mora 
active dajm, 

How well this assembly ^d its works 
is shown by the Confession of Faith and 
the cateclitsnis. However, ia one object, 
the main •object, it failed. "Tte native 
aim ot tho assembly was to establish the 
Presbj-t'crian form of church govern- 
ment," says Iletherington'a "History of 
the W«,»stmini/iter Assembly." "And yet 
the I'roabyteriau form wbh never esta-b- 
lished, and within 12 years jifter the dla- 
solution of tho assembly it was sunpressed 
and proscribed tliroughout England."
